Southern Indiana Has Ample Rain 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind (UPl) - Southern Indiana 
has gotten ample rainfall, according to the weekly crop 
report from U.S. Department of Agriculture officials at 
Purdue. In a report prepared before Saturday and 
Sunday’s rainfall, Earl L. Park said topsoil and subsoil 
moistures were rated short the adequate in all areas 
except the south. But weekend rains were m ore 
substantial in southern areas than in the northern two 
thirds where the problem of inadequate moistures was 
more acute. Most Indiana areas did get about one-half 
inch of rain, however. Through last Friday, Park said 
corn still was about 10 days behind average. He said only 
about 65 per cent of the crop had silked, compared to 80 
per cent in 1973. Less than 5 per cent of the corn had 
reached the dent stage.

(UPl) — David Magness, 15, 
New Albany, drowned Monday while swimming in Silver 
Creek on the city’s eastside.

PLAMER, Alaska (UP!) — A sharp earthquake 
jarred the island of Adak in the Aleutian chain Monday 
night, rattling dishes and moving furniture. The Palm er 
Observatory said the tremblor measured 6.2 on the 
Richter Scale and was recorded at 8:46 p.m PDT. A 
spokesman at the Adak Navy Base said dishes rattled, 
shelves toppled and furniture was moved. But there was 
no serious damage. 


Child Struck By Milk Truck 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPl) — Three-year-old Mark A. 
Langhammer, of Indianapolis, was killed Monday when 
struck by a milk truck near his trailer home on the city’s 
westside.

Ford Takes On CM 


WASHINGTON (UPl) — President Ford began his 
first business day in office by taking on General Motors, 
the country’s biggest corporation and a major employer 
in his old congressional district. GM is apparently in no 
mood to back down The cause of the confrontation was a 
GM announcement it would increase the prices of its 1975 
models by a record $500. General Motors is a price leader 
in the auto industry and the 10 per cent increase will set a 
pattern.

Dr. Cory SerVass, co-owner of the company with her 
husband, Burt, said, “She is very much on the job. Today 
she is right in the middle of deciding on the cover for the 
December Saturday Evening Post. She understands

COST OF GETTING SICK 
As the country waits to see if Congress is ab >ut to be 
midwife to a revolutionary new national health insurance 
system , new impetus to such a system com es in startling 
prediction that health care costs could skyrocket by 30 per 
cent over the next two years. 
The prediction, m ade by the Departm ent of Health, 
Education and Welfare, cam e as controls on health costs 
were relaxed at the end of last month. HEW Secretary 
Caspar Weinberger, in an unusually blunt statem ent to 
representatives of 20 medical, hospital and health in­ 
surance groups meeting in Washington, warned that if 
they fail to control costs, an angered Congress might 
replace the private health care system with “ a rigid 
federal monopoly.” 
Since such a drastic move wrould not be in the best in­ 
terests of either the medical profession or the citizens it 
serves, physicians, hospital officials, and other medical 
practitioners should be urged to heed Secretary Wein­ 
berger's warning. 
“ I think it would be to everyone’s interest and ad­ 
vantage to exercise a high degree of restraint even if 
there is some short-term economic hardship,” said 
Weinberger. The1 situation, he added, “ presentes one of 
the most serious challenges the health care industry ever 
faced.” 
The nation’s health bill now runs about $100 billion 
annually. If HEW ’s dire predictions are correct, that 
figure could soar to $115 billion by mid-1975 and $132 
billion by mid 1976. 
Between 1966 and 1970, American health care costs 
rose by 6 or 7 per cent a year. Although the government 
was surprisingly successful in slowing such rises between 
August, 1971, when controls were instituted, and now, 
federal health offiicals fear the recent lifting of curbs 
might lead to a repetition of the 1966-70 experience. 
For the sake of the millions of citizens who require 
medical 
treatment 
each 
year, 
and 
in 
their 
own 
enlightened self-interest, we sincerely hope that members 
of the health care profession do all within their power to 
show restraint in the matter of their charges.

If you have a refrigeration 
unit — house model or room 
uni l — you have a major user 
of electricity. A complete air 
conditioning system will be your 
number one user of energy this 
summer, so when it comes to 
saving power, this is the place 
to start. 
(lose out the hot sun by 
s h u t t i n g 
drapes. T his 
will lower your 
inside temper­ 
ature and ease 
the burden on 
your cooling 
u n it. S hade 
screens, reflective window coat­ 
ings and awnings as well as 
shrubbery or trees outside your 
walls will also help. 
Insulation is important. A 
minimum of six inches of attic 
insulation will reduce heat trans­ 
fer through the ceiling by 8 0 $ . 
Keep doors and windows 
closed when your refrigeration 
is on and keep the cooler air 
inside by weather stripping ex­ 
terior doors and windows. Keep 
your fireplace damper shut too. 
Proper maintenance of cool­ 
ing equipment is vital to good 
operation. Vacuum filters regu­ 
larly and change after about 
three cleanings. Above all, don't 
over-cool. A setting of 78 de­ 
grees has been recommended 
this summer to keep cool and 
still save electricity.

RADIOACTIVE LI NGS 
Tar and nicotine are some of 
the hazardous substances in 
tobacco smoke. But not the only 
ones. 
Dr. Edward A. Martell of the 
National 
Center 
for 
Atmospheric Research says fhe 
cancer causing ingredient in 
cigarette smoke 
may 
be 
radiation instead of tar. Tiny, 
radioactive particles become 
imbedded in a smoker's lungs, 
he says, and build up over the 
years until he or she is getting 
radiation doses that rival those 
of uranium miners 
In his research. Dr. Martell 
has discovered that radioactive 
articles in the atmosphere can 
collect on the sticky hairs of 
tobacco leaves When the hairs 
burn, radioactive lead is fused 
into the hair particles. Dr. 
Martell is attempting to prove 
that damaged lungs are most 
likely to collect and hold the

In a smoker's lungs, Dr, 
Martell says, thousand of 
particles gather over the years 
in tiny clusters. A longtime 
smoker is still being bombarded 
with radiation caused by 
cigarettes smoked years before. 
Researchers at the Swiss 
Institute for Experimental 
Research have found that the 
gases m cigarette smoke — 
c a r b on n i o n o x i d e , nit r o gen 
dioxide, and acrolein — cause 
even more damage to lung cells 
after four days than do the tars 
Still another substance in 
cigarette smoke, a metal called 
cadmium, is suspected as the 
chief cause of a crippling lung 
disease called emphysema. 
Scientists are still counting 
the hazards in cigarette smoke. 
But there is no controversy 
about

The most easily understood of 
the three amendments is that 
which would have the governor 
and lieutenant governor run as 
a team the way the president 
and vice president do national 
ly, so that both of the two top 
elected Statehouse officials are 
of the sam e political party 
Under the present constitution, 
governors and lieutenant gover 
nors ot opposite political parties 
have been elected 
The proposed change on the 
section of 
the 
constitution 
dealing with limiting laws to 
one subject matter will clear a 
legal question facing codifica 
lion of state laws. As it is now 
laws in the same area are 
scattered throughout the stat 
utes from 1852 to the present, 
and the current move is to try to 
group such existing laws 
together so they are more 
easily found and understood. 
The proposed changes in the 
militia article in the constitu­ 
tion remove several pre Civil 
War provisions. Instead of 
limiting duty in times of grave 
emergency to males 18 to 45 
years it would broaden the 
potential—although not likely— 
responsibility to men and 


women over the age of 17 
II also would remove a 
provision probably not used 
since Civil 
War tunes by 
which a person eould buy an 
.exemption to avoid serving in 
the militia 
A amendment 
would merely state that "no 
person, conscientiously opposed 
to bearing arms shall be 
compelled to do so in the 
militia." 
Also on this year’s ballot will 
be the names of two Indiana 
Supreme Court justices—Chief 
Justice Norman F Arterburn, 
Vincennes, and Richard M 
Givan, Indianapolis and of five 
Court of Appeals judges 
Jonathan J. .Robertson, Brown 
stown; Robert B Lybrook, 
Martinsville; Robert H. Staton, 
South Bend, and Charles s.

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PSI, NIPSCO To Share In 
Madison Nuclear Plant 


Two Indiana utilities have 
announced plans to share a 
portion of a proposed nuclear 
generating plant on the Ohio 
River near Madison. 
Dean H. Mitchell, chairman 
and chief executive officer of 
Northern Indiana Public Ser 
vice Company, said that under 
term s of an agreement signed 
today, NIPSCO will own 20 per 
cent of Public Service Indiana’s 
proposed Marble Hill Nuclear 
Power Station and use this 
portion of the plant’s initial 
generating capacity of 2.3 
million kilowatts to help meet 
the 
energy 
needs 
of 
its 
customers living in the northern 
part of the state. 


Carroll H. Blanchar, chair 
man and chief executive offi cer 
of Public Service Indiana, said 
the remainder of the plant’s 
capacity will be used to supply 
the electrical needs of Public 
Service Indiana customers in 
the 
Madison 
area 
and 
throughout the u tility ’s 69 
county service area. 


The M arble Hill N uclear 
Power Station's first two units 
are scheduled for operation in 
the early 1900s. The estimated 
total cost of the plant and its 
related facilities is in excess of 
$1 billion. 


Public Service Indiana had 
announced earlier in the week 
that the Westinghouse Electric 
Corporation 
will 
supply 
the 
design and fabrication of two 
pressurized water reactors at 
the plant for the production of 
1,150,000 kilowatts of electricity 
each. 
In a joint 
statement, 
the 
utility officials said the decision 
to sha re t he fac i 1 i t y will resu It in 
a cost saving for both corn 
panics. 
They explained 
that 
the 
agreem ent 
allows 
for 
the 
construction of larger, more 
econom ical generating units 
than would be possible if 
smaller units were used to 
supply the needs of only one 
utility. 


“The decision to go to the 
larger units," Blanchar said, 
“means that 
Public Service 
Indiana will still have all the 
generating capacity originally 
anticipated 
to

but

power for all concerned will be 
reduced.”
